It must 
not intimidate us into surrender- 
ing to the entente’s unreasonabie 
demands.’’

State Controller John S. Cham- 
bers in his biennial report submits 
some figures that are attracting 
widespread attention, especially 
among the taxpayers who must 
settle the bills. 

Chambers states that the cost of 
government in California has in- 
creased out of all proportion to the 
population and wealth, and -that 
unless there is a-curtailment of 
overhead we will be in the same 
boat as kaiserland—not able to 
make ‘‘reperation.’’ 

The state controller says that 
the costs of government have in- 
creared 243 percent in the last 
decade, with an increase of popu-

Explosion of Oil Furnace Injures | Congress Gets Interesting Figures 


Custodian as He Lights Fires 


San Francisco.—Claremont elemen:

Standing in front of the furnace, 
McGary was struck on the forehead 


from its hinges. He staggered to his 
feet and made his way to the door. 
where he collapsed.

Frightened at first by the detona- 
tion, the children on the three floors 
ceased work. Several broke and ran 


In the face of a dense black smoke | 
the children quietly marched in their 
regular fire drill formation to the 
street. 


The fire was quickly extinguished 
with chemicals. Damage to the fur- 
naces and to the school building will 
amount to $700, according to Chief 
Whitehead. 

McGary was taken to the Fabiola 
hospital, where it was discovered that 
he was suffering from a possible frac- 
tured skull, several lacerations of the 
face and severe burns. 


RIPE OLIVE HAS TWICE 
CALORIES OF GREEN 


In connection with Ripe Olive Day, 
which will be celebrated on February 
21st, the following statement hy M. E. 
Jaffa, Professor of Nutrition, Uni- 
versity of California, is of interest: 

The ripe olive unfortunately has 
inherited the green olive’s reputation 
of being a condiment, rather than a 
food, and therefore of being an extra, 
rather than an ingredient in our diet. 
Its true food value is set forth in the 
following table:

It will be seen that the ripe fruit 
has nearly twice the fat content and 
caloric, or energy giving value, that 
fis contained in the green olive. 
While bread, generally considered as 
the most nutritious of our foods, has 
only a quarter more heat units per 
pound than does the ripe olive, and 
in the case of very large fruit, the 
caloric value of the two foods is prac 
tically equal. 

From the viewpoint of economy, 
the mistaken and all too prevalent 
idea that ripe olives are a luxury is 
easily corrected by the following table 
in which thirteen ‘‘large’’ olives, the 
individual portion served on railroad 
diners, is taken as a basis for com- 
parison. As large olives: pack ninety 
to a pound, the cost of this portion re- 
tail would be around 6.5c:

Thus in serving ripe olives, they 
should be given credit on the menu 
as displacing at least their weight in 
other foods and as such are not the 
expensive luxury that they are some- 
times considered. 

As a supplement to meat or fish, 
the California ripe olive, aside from 
its value as an appetizer is one of the 
most excellent foods on the market 
today.

est standing army in the world, ac- 
cording to information sent-to Con- 
gress by Secretary Baker, but, count- 
was jing its active and reserve forces, Italy 


is the world’s leading military power. 

France's regular force 1s 732,000, 
consisting of conscripted French and 
colonial troops, and in addition it had 
1,560,000 men enroiled in the reserves. 
Italy’s regular force numbers 350,000, 
but its reserve consists of 4,627,000 
men, including 3,000.000 mobile militia 
of the first line, 1,000,000 territorial 
militia as second-line reserves and 
114,000 carabineers and roval guards- 
men. 

Japan's military forces, according to 
the secretary's figures, comprise 1,- 
645,000 men, incliding a regular army 
of 273,000, a first reserve of 532,000, 
a second reserve of 667,000, a national 
army, consistipg of men between 387 
and 40 years, of 246,000, and 200,000 
men enrolled for replacements. 


Great Britain’s army ot white troops 
totals 295,000, the report. said, with 
130,000 additional native and colonial 
troops, plus 233,000 men in the terri- 
torial armies. 

Italy's army expenditures for the 
fiscal year were placed at 
1,812,000,000 lire, France’s at 4,237,- 
000,000 francs, Great Britain’s at 190,- 
155,000 pounds and Japan's et 210,000, 
000 yen. 

Regarding the strength of the Japa- 
nese army next year, Baker said: 

“It is known on good authority 
that it is. in excess of that for the 
fiscal year ending March 31, 1921,” 

The German army, the report con- 


tinued, was 150,000 men, allowed until 
January 1, 1921. under dhe Versailles 
treaty. 

Germany also has $5,000 armed = po- 
lice and 500,000 additional emergency 


volunteer troops, but its -urmy must 
eventually be reduced to 50,000 men 
under the treaty. 

German army expenditures for the 
fiscal year were placed at 4,189,000,- 
000 marks.

FB HENDERSON DROPS 
DEAD ON GOLF COURSE 


Body Found by Party of Players on 
Presidio Links 

San Francisco.—Fred 8B. Henderson, 

former western general manager of 

the Orpheum Theater and Real Estate 


Company, dropped dead February 9 
while playing golf on the Presidio 
links. 

Colonel G. L. Edie, United States 
army, stationed at the Presidio, had 
Henderson taken to the Letterman 


General Hospital, where it was said 
that death had resulted instantly. 

Henderson was rated as a million 
aire and laid the foundation for his 
fortune by founding with his father 
the famous Henderson restaurant and 
theater at Coney Island. He later be- 
came identified with the Orpheum cir- 
ciat of theaters aud about eight years 
ago took up his residence in San 
Francisco, when he was made west- 
ern general manager of the Orpheum 
Theater and Real Estate Company. He 
retired from active management of the 
company's properties early in 1920, 
and since that time devoted himself to 
the game of golf. 

Henderson was a member of Islam 
Temple, Mystic Shrine, and of the 
New York lodge of the Benevolent and 
Protective Order of Elks. He was a 
member of the Concordia Club-and of 
}several golfing clubs, among. which 
were the Presidio Golf Club, the San 
Francisco Golf Club and the Burlin- 
game Country Club, 

He was born in New York and was 
52 years old. He is survived by his 
widow and two infant children, who

FARM INVENTORY IS 
INDEX TO PROGRESS 


Practicable Way of Answering 
Important Questions. 


Bulletin Recently Issued by Depart- 
ment of Agriculture Enables Farm- 
er to Determine Exactly His 
Financial Status. 

What is the net worth of your farm 
business? Is it more or less than one 
would imagine from a casual inspec- 
tion of your farm? Do you know for 
sure whether you are going or coming 

in financial standing? 

These are important questions to 
the farmer, and questions that are not 
so easily answered as would at first 
appear. Farming is an intricate busi- 
ness, and one in which returns from 
investuient are xometimes long de- 
layed, so that progress cannot be ac- 
curately measured by the amount of 
money taken in a given time. Some- 
times cash income may be almost 
wholly attributable to reduction in 
other assets, so that in reality the re- 
sult is like taking money from one 
pocket and putting it In another. 

The farm inventory, or property 
list, effers the only practicable way of 
answering these questions. Once the 
farmer has made a complete list of 
all his assets and Habilities and has 
balanced them he knows just what his 
net worth is, and when he has made 
such a list annually he knows each 
year whether he has gone forward or 
back, and just how much has been the 
increase or decrease in the net worth 
ef his business. 

The United States Department of 
Agriculture has just issued Farmers’ 
Bulletin 1182 entitled “Farm Inven- 
tories,” in which are given detailed in- 
structions for making an inventory of 
farm property and revising such a Ust 
from year to year. By using the sim- 
ple system described in this bulletin 
any farmer can determine exactly his 
financial status and lay the founda- 
tion for a permanent system of ac- 
counting. Without the farm inven- 
tory as a basis no system of account. 
Ing that might be, chosen would be of 
any great use to the farmer.

FOWLS FOR BACKYARD FLOCK 


Not Necessary to Have Hens of Extra 
Good Standard Quality for Egg 
Production. 

For the backyard flock, kept to pro- 
duce eggs only, it is not necessary to 
have hens of extra good standard 
quality. What breeders of standard 
poultry call choice utility hens are as 
good as any for egg production, and 
cost but little more than ordinary 
mongrels. Heng of this grade In the 
medium-sized breeds are usually a 
little under standard weights, and 
have superticial faults—as unsound- 
hess of color, or irregularity of mark- 
Ings or of the shape of the comb— 
which in no way affect their laying 
capacity, but make them unfit for ex- 
hibition and undesirable for breeding 
purposes. 

When buying hens in person, par- 
Uenlar sttention should he given te 
the general condition—whether the 
bird seems vigorous and Ively—-and 
to the appearance of the comb and 
the condition of the feet. Healthy 
hens have bright red combs and bright 
eyes, assert poultry specialists «of the 
United States department of agricul- 
ture. A slight paleness of the comb 
is simply an indication that the hen 
is not laying ut the time; but a bird 
whose comb has either a yellowish 
or a bluish cast should be rejected, 
for these are symptoms of internal 
disorders, The skin and scales of 
egs and toes should be smooth, and 
the soles of the feet soft and free 
from corns. 


DUST BATH VERY ESSENTIAL 


Best Results Cannot Be Expected if 
Hens Are Permitted to Become 
Overrun With Vermin. 

If the best results are to be expect- 
ed from the flock, the hens must not 
be allowed to become overrun with 
lice or the house with mites. Usually, 
there will be a place in the vard where 
the hens can dust themselves in the 
dry dirt. In the absence of such a 
place, a box about 2 feet square and 
containing ordinary road dust or fine 
dirt should, be placed in the house. 
A dust bath aids the hens in keep- 
ing lice In check and therefore adds to 
thelr comfort. If they are not able to 
keep them in check by dusting them- 
selves, other measures can be teken.— 
United States Department of Agricui- 

ture. 


SELECTING GOOD LAYERS 


Keep as good layers: 

1. Hens which have been the 
best layers during the past year 
should be kept over for breeders 
for next year. 

2. Hens which have not start- 
ed to molt. 

3. Hens that have bright red 
combs and wattles and bright 
eyes. 

4. Well spread pelvic bones, 
good depth from lay bones to 
keel |one and vent soft and 
pllable. 

6. Pale shanks, beak and vent 
on all breeds which have yellow 
shanks and skin. Use all of the 
test to be sure you get the good 


layers.

FURNISH SHADE IN SUMMER 


Chicks, Poults, Ducklings and Gos- 
iings Must Have Ample Shade 
During Hot Weather. 

If the ground that the clicks, 
poults, ducklings and goslings range 
over during the summer ts grass land 
browned by the heat of the sun and 
affording no tender green foo, be 
sure that the youngsters have ample 
shade and one good feed of fresh, ten- 

der green food every day. 


PREVENT RATTLE OF BONNET 


Strip of Lamp Wick or Rawhide Fas- 
tened Along Edge of Radiator 
Will Stop Noise. 

The motortruck is, of course, pecu- 
Narly liable to rattles, and anything 
that helps reduce this will be valuable. 
A strip of round lamp wick or raw- 
hide fastened along the edge of the 
radiator upon which the front end of 
the bonnet rests will prevent some of 
the noise. The ledge can be prepared 
for the wick or hide by drilling holes, 
through which the material is thread- 
ed, or by drilling smaller holes and 
securing the wick in place by pieces 

of fine wire.
